A LITTLE HINT ON A BIG SUBJECT. 

A WEEK or two ago we made some remarks on the 
comparative infrequency of late of mass meetings at 
Exeter Hall for promoting various great public 
questions connected with philanthropic effort or social 
and economical reforms. We did not at the time 
attempt any particular explanation of this change, 
but merely called attention to the fact that, instead 
of the great aggregate meetings which were frequently 
held a few years ago, we have now half a dozen 
separate assemblies, which usually resolve into little 
more than large committees representing eertain 
sections of a great movement. The change is natural 
enough, and may even prove to be useful; but it is 
an indication of a change in the public point of sight 
which is not altogether advantageous, and will, if it 
be not judiciously estimated, lead to a necessary 
reaction, 

This change is, we think, mainly attributable to 
the wide measure of political reform included in the 
extension of the franchise and its accompanying 
theory of popular government or popular representa- 
tion. Up to the time of the passing of the last 
Reform Bill we had rejected some obvious improve- 
ments which would have resulted from placing more 
legislative control in the hands of the State, because 
we were alarmed at “centralisation.” We are now 
fast drifting towards the opposite pole; and on all 
hands there may be observed an eager desire to con- 
centrate effort by Government interposition. One of 
the worst features of this desire is that it can be 
made an excuse for shirking individual responsibility, 
and will inevitably bring about a selfish condition of 
national feeling. ‘‘Liberal’’ as the Government is, 
it is not capable of doing every man’s work in a free 
spirit; and before we are many years older we may 
have to regret that we did not before it was too late 
see the real virtue of confiding some of our most 
immediate pressing public business of a social kind 
to small, reformed corporate bodies. In our extreme 
enthusiasm for the name of democracy we shall in 
some sense perform the usual figure of eight, which 
brings us to the Imperial point from which we started, 
and “local self-government” will become a necessary 
cry once more,

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PARIS ON FIRE

SUPPRESSION OF THE PARIS REVOLU- 
+ TION. 
SUNDAY, MAY 28, 
saw the end of the Communist rule, which has resulted 
in so lamentable a loss of life and property. A pro- 
clamation of Marshal M‘Mahon, Commander-in- 
Chief of the loyal troops, was on Sunday evening 
posted up in Paris, and thus announced the news: 

“Inhabitants of Paris!—The army of France has 
come to save you. Paris is delivered. Our soldiers 
at four o’clock captured the last positions occupied 
by the insurgents. To-day the struggle is over, and 
order, labour, and security revive." · 

Letters from Paris dated Monday evening stated 
that perfect tranquillity prevailed, and the popula- 
tion had assumed their ordinary occupations. The 
soldiers were being everywhere cheered and féted. 
The perquisitions and arrestscontinued, no resistance 
being offered, 9 

THE LAST MASSACRES 

which marked the suppression of the Red revolution 
are terrible to read of. Unfortunately, before they 
were crushed the adherents of the Commune had 
time to add another terrible дееа to their long list of 
atrocities. . Driven from one point to another, they 
had taken with them the Archbishop of Paris and the 
other hostages whom they had seized. On Saturday 
evening they were all but encircled at the Buttes 
Chaumont and Belleville, and there were attacked by 
the — who forced the positions and carried 
them. he troops were in time to save the lives of 
169 hostages who were about to be shot; but, un- 
happily, sixty-four other hostages,- including the 

ortunate Archbishop of Paris, had been shot. 
This act will increase the indignation created by the 
acts of the insurgents. Manifestly, they have been 
reduced to the temper of wild beasts, and have killed 


and burned inthe mere savagery of despair. M. Thiers’s ғ 


circular shows that the French Generals took every 
step on Saturday for carrying the last positions held 
by the insurgents. ‘Freed from all necessity to cai 

on military operations in other parts of the city, a 
the Generals were enabled to concentrate their forces 
on Belleville and Chaumont. All through the night 
fighting went on, and, according to M. Thiers, the 
troops carried the barricades one after the other with 
great gallantry. M. Thiers, in one of his circulars, 
says that the bravery of those who attacked the bar- 
ricades was much superior to that of the men who 
defended them. Не mentions that General Le Roy 
le Dais has been killed, and he tells that Com- 
mandant Segoyer, who was taken prisoner by the 
insurgents in the Place de la Bastille, was imme- 
diately shot or them. “This act,” M. Thiers adds, 
66 18 what might have been expected from men who 
had set fire to our cities, and who had even collected 
a quantity of venomous liquid wherewith to poison 
our soldiers and cause almost instant death. This 
is a most serious charge, which should hardly 
have been lightly made. As to the shooting of Com- 
mandant Segoyer, the insurgents seem to have done 
very much what the Versaillists have done, in many 
cases. The correspondents send most painful accounts 


of the scenes in the streets. Many women and 


children who were found throwing petroleüm into 
houses have been shot. In some cases, where women 
caught thus employed were being led along and 
endeavoured to escape, they were shot. It is impos- 
sible to feel much sympathy for wretches who have 
done such acts as those perpetrated by the insur- 
gents; but if anything could arouse sympathy for 
them it would be the manner in which they were 
treated by cowardly mobs who have done nothing to 
prevent the insurrection, but who maltreated the 
prisoners in a disgraceful manner.

The destruction by fire of the most beautiful public kot $ 
buildings in Paris was commenced on Wednesday 5 : 


morning, May 24. Telegraphing on the evening of 
the Derby Day, the Times’ correspondent said :— 

“ I have just returned from witnessing one of the 
saddest sights that has occurred in the world's his- 
tory. In a former telegram I announced that the 
*asurgents had set fire to several of the public build- 
ings of Paris, the Royal and historical Tuileries 
included. I have since been for some hours in the 
magnificent city, which flames and bombshells are 
fast reducing to a huge and shapeless ruin. Its 
architectural glories are fast passing away in 
smoke and flame, such as have never been witnessed 
since the burning of Moscow, and amid ឧ roar of 
cannon, a screaming of mitrailleuses, a bursting of 
projectiles, and а horrid rattle of musketry from | 
different quarters which are appalling.

in Italian art it must yield to the Vatican and 
Florence; in Dutch. to the Hague, Amsterdam, and 
Antwerp; in Roman antiquities, to the museums of 
the Capitol and Vatican at Rome, and to that of 
Naples; and in Greek sculpture, to the British 
Museum. Under the late Emperor the whole col- 
lection was rearranged, excellent catalogues were 
published, and very great additions made in every 
department. The magnificent collections of the 
Marquis Campana, of Rome, were purchased, іп

portant portion of the Musée Napoléon III. 


THE TUILERIES 

was a few days ago the principal state residence in 
Paris. The ground on which it stood was once a tile- 
yard, and was bought by Francis I. to please his 
mother, Louise de Savoie, who thought the air better 
than that at the Palais des Tournelles. Catherine de 
Medicis, with Delorme for her architect, began the 
new edifice; Henri I V. built the large wing towards 
the Quai ; Louis XIV., the corresponding one on the 
side of the Rue de Rivoli; and Louis Philippe, that 
part which is on the right of the centre. Untilof late 
years the Tuileries was seldom used as a Royal re- 
sidence, Neither Catherine de Medicis nor her sons 
over lived there, Henri IV. only as a visitor, Louis XIV. 
on occasions of banquets, Louis XV. as a minor, and 
Louis X VI. asa prisoner. Our readers are familiar 
with the part played by the Tuileries in the great 
Revoiution from the day of October, 1789, upon which 
the Assembly began to sit in the Manége, or Riding- 
School, to the day of October, 1795, the day of the 
Sections, when Bonaparte delivered his whiff of grape- 
shet in defence of the Convention, then sitting in 
the Salle des Machines. Soon afterwards the First 
Consul was installed there, and from his time to the

the other. The Rue de Rivoli portion is totally des- 
troyed as far as the Pavillon — From that 
point to the Pavillon Richelieu much damage has 
bean done by shells striking against the front; but 
tha “barracks have escaped the action of the fire, 
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hands of the insurgents. It is a fact that no apparent 
injury has been inflicted upon that beautiful portion 
of the twin palace; but desperate attempts were 
made to destroy it, and the wall of the Gallery of 
Antiquities is deeply scored by shells. All the shops 
in the colonnade of the Rue de Rivoli have suffered 
injury from the shells and bullets which were flying 
down the roadway until Thursday. Iron shutters 
have been riddled with bullet holes and the plate 
lass shattered into atoms. The celebrated Palais 
oyal, once the palace of Prince Jerome — 
has lost. the centre and right wing, the 
left wing is damaged. In the Rue de Rivoli, 
between the Louvre and the tower of St. 
Jacques, many houses have been destroyed. In 
several instances the fronts have fallen in, and 
the fire was so fierce that nothing remains but bricks. 
A most serious blow has been inflicted upon the 
trading community hy the wholesale destruction in 
the neighbourhood of the Hétel de Ville. There are 
five or six blocks of handsome shops, bounded by the 
Boulevard de Séhastopol on one side, the Rue de 
Rivoli on the second, the Quai de Gévres on the third, 
and having on t! e fourth side the Hotel de Vill 
which have been pounded with shells and ba 
with mitrailleuses. The Hotel de Ville is more 
utterly consumed than any other stone building in 
Paris; the ruin is absolute and {rremeđiable.'?

NEW BETTING BILL, 1 ң

JEM MACE IN CANADA.

There was no variation in 
the programme until 1.2 o'clock, when the fight had 
been in progress over one hour. Then an alarm of

it, as it was generally considered bogus. Five minutes 
later, however, and while they were feinting and 
dodging in close quarters and showing more signs of 
meaning business, they were suddenly interrupted by 
the ring being broken into by two persons—one in 
citizen's clothes, and the other wearing a cocked hat 
and a straight sword. The first of these rushed in 
with the exclamation, 1 
“Gentlemen, this thing cannot be allowed to go 
on any longer," and announced himself as chief 
magistrate and his companion as sheriff of the county. 
The fighters retired to their corners at once. Many 
of the spectators ran away in various directions, 
while others broke into the ring, shouting, • Put 
him out!" The undismayed chief magistrate, how- 
ever, in somewhat excited tones, pr ed to lay 
down the law in the case. He read the Canadian 
statute forbidding such exhibitions, and informed 
those present that a regiment of soldiers was drawn 
up close by and would be directed to fire into the 
crowd unless they instantly dispersed. The referee 
at once declared that the fight was over for the 
present; and the mandate of Queen Victoria, through 
the mouth of her trusted servant, William L. Wilson, 
chief magistrate of Norfolk county, was obeyed with- 
out any further symptoms of resistance. While 
Judge Wilson was haranguing the mob, some one 
stolê from him a gold watch, valued at 3528. The 
Canadian troops belonged tothe 39th Regiment, were 
fiftyin number, and were commanded by Colonel 
James Tisdale.

FLOWER GARDEN, 


BEDDING plants will now reguire freguent attention, 
to regulate the growth апа display the bloom. Peg 
verbenas, petunias and others of a trailing habit as 
soon as they need it, so that the surface of the bed 
may be covered as s ily as possible, Where 
necessary to water, the ground well, Propagate 
violets by dividing, pansies by cuttings, pinks by 
layers, and any summer-flowering plants wanted for 
late bloom under glass. Tritomas, liliums, ixias, and 
other Cape bulbs require plenty of water now they 
are growing freely. Dahlias to be staked at once; 
for the young shoots are particularly brittle, and a 
sudden gust of wind may و‎ Ta plant or deprive 
it of a large portion of its growth, ន. 
GREENHOUSE. 


Plants which flowered early and have finished their 
growth can now go out of doors to ripen their wood. 
Shift camellias that have done growing; give plenty 
of air night and day, and discontinue syringing as 
the flower-buds swell, or they will probably start 
into leaf growth. Ericas, chorozemas, tetrathecas, 
leschenaultias, and others of like habit, should be 
removed to cold pits, where they can have abundance 
of air but be protected from heavy rains. 

KITCHEN GARDEN, 

The activity necessary to keep up & geod and 
regular supply of vegetables must not be relaxed, 
although we have got over the most trying time. A 
sowing of broad beans may be made where a late 
supply isrequired. They will do little good unless 
the ground is well manured. Peas should now be 
sown in trenches prepared in much the same manner 
as for celery: sown in this way, with plenty of 
manure underneath, there is little trouble to keep 
them growing freely. 'lhey can at amy time have 
copious supplies of water, which is wellnigh impos- 
sible when sown on the level and earthed up. What- 
ever requires water, give sufficient to soak the ground 
for à considerable depth, Surface watering does 
more harm than good: it encourages the roots to the 
surface, and then if the watering is not kept up, the 
roots perish, and the plants and crops suffer in con- 
sequence, Ne plus ultra and Veitch’s perfection 
peas are two good sorts to sow. = 

Transplant leeks in well-prepared trenches, and 
water don and celery until established. Sow 
another breadth of turnips in rich ground. In poor, 
hungry soil they get stringy and hollow before the 
bulbs are large enough for use. Sow in drills, and 
then they can be hoed and thinned out with but little 
trouble. Wheeler's Tom Thumb and Paris Cos are 
two good sorts of lettuce to sow.
